CODE  OF  ETHICS. 


ADOPTED    18S2. 


The  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  considering  it 
necessary  that  some  mutual  understanding;  should  exist  iu  regard  to  the  moral 
principles  guidiug  them  in  their  profession,  hereby  agree  upon  the  following  Code 
of  Ethics: 

1.  We  accept  the  U.  S.  Pharmacopoeia  as  our  standard  and  guide  for  all  officinal 
preparations,  and  recognize  a  variance  from  its  rules  only  in  exceptional  cases 
where  sufficient  authority  has  proved  some  other  process  more  reliable  to  attain 
the  same  end.  (This  section  is  not  intended  to  iuterfere  with  the  dispensing  of 
preparations  or  medicines  ordered  iu  accordance  with  foreign  pharmacopoeias). 

2.  We  discountenance  all  secret  formula'  between  physician  and  pharmacist, 
and  cousider  it  our  duty  to  communicate  such  to  each  other  when  requested. 

y.  We  distinctly  repudiate  the  practice  of  allowing  physicians  a  percentage  iu 
any  form,  on  their  prescriptions  or  patronage,  as  being  derogatory  to  both  profes- 
sions. 

4.  We  will  endeavor,  as  far  as  possible,  to  refrain  from  compromising  the  pro- 
fessional reputation  of  any  physician,  and  expect,  iu  return,  the  same  courtesy 
from  him. 

5.  As  the  apothecary  should  be  able  to  distinguish  between  good  and  bad 
drugs,  in  most  eases,  aud  as  the  substitution  of  a  weak  or  inert  drug  for  an  active 
one  may,  negatively,  be  productive  of  serious  consequences,  we  hold  that  the  sale 
of  impure  drugs  or  medicines,  from  motives  of  competition  or  desire  of  gain, 
when  pure  articles  of  the  same  kind  may  be  obtained,  is  highly  culpable,  and 
that  it  is  the  duty  of  every  honest  apothecary  or  druggist  to  expose  all  such 
fraudulent  acts  as  may  come  to  his  knowledge. 

b.  The  apothecary  should  be  remunerated  by  the  public  for  his  knowledge  and 
skill,  and  his  charges  should  be  regulated  by  the  time  consumed  in  preparation 
as  well  as  by  the  value  of  the  article  sold.  Although  local  and  other  circum- 
stances necessarily  affect  the  rate  of  charges  at  different  establishments,  no 
apothecary  should  intentionally  undersell  his  neighbors  with  a  view  to  their 
injury. 

7.  Recognizing  the  value  of  alcohol  as  a  therapeutic  agent,  and  the  propriety 
of  its  being  dispensed  as  such  by  pharmacists,  yet  deploring  the  wide-spread  evil 
resulting  from  its  intemperate  use  in  its  hundred  insidious  forms,  we  condemn 
any  attempt  to  make  it  a  prominent  feature  of  our  business  as  unprofessional, 
and  we  denounce  the  loose  practice  of  allowing  it  to  be  used  on  the  premises  in 
any  shape  as  a  beverage  as  degrading,  and  we  urge  upon  pharmacists  the  duty  of 
exercising  at  all  times  a  conscientious  care  in  dispensing  a  drug  liable  to  such 
dangerous  abuse. 
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8.  Members  of  this  Association,  when  asked  to  do  so,  shall  give  each  other, 
confidentially,  any  information  in  their  possession  affecting  the  character,  habits, 
integrity  or  irregularities  of  any  assistant  or  apprentice  who  may  have  applied  for 
employment,  or  to  whom  they  may  have  given  letters  of  introduction  or  recom- 
mendation. Any  member  who  shall  divulge  such  confidential  communication  to 
the  detriment  or  annoyance  of  the  member  giving  it  shall,  upon  proof  thereof, 
be  no  longer  entitled  to  the  courtesies  due  a  member,  and  his  name  be  stricken 
from  the  roll. 

9.  Believing  that  some  means  should  be  adopted  to  enforce  the  provisions  of 
this  Code,  violations  of  the  same  may  be  reported  at  any  annual  meeting  of  this 
Association,  when  the  accused  may  be  heard  in  his  own  defence,  when,  if  found 
guilty,  he  may  be  censured,  suspended  or  expelled  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present. 


CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE    I. — NAME. 

This  Association  shall  be  called  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion. 

ARTICLE    II. — OBJECT. 

The  aim  of  this  Association  shall  he  to  unite  the  reputable  pharmacists  and 
druggists  of  this  State  for  mutual  assistance,  encouragement  and  improvement, 
and  to  advance  the  science  and  art  of  pharmacy,  and  thereby  restrict  the  dispen- 
sing and  sale  of  medicine  to  properly  qualified  pharmacists  and  druggists. 

ARTICLE    III. — OFFICERS. 

The  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers:  A  President,  three  Vice- 
Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Local  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer.  Also,  an  Executive 
Committee,  consisting  of  seven  members,  of  which  the  Secretary  shall  be  one  ex 
officio,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  annually  by  ballot,  and  shall  hold  office  until 
an  election  of  successors. 

ARTICLE    IV. — LIFE    MEMBERSHIP. 

Any  member  who  shall  pay  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one 
time  shall  become  a  life  member,  and  shall  be  exempt  from  all  future  annual 
dues. 

ARTICLE    V. — AMENDING    CONSTITUTION. 

Every  proposition  to  alter  or  amend  this  Constitution  shall  be  submitted  in 
writing  and  received  at  an  annual  meeting,  and  may  be  voted  for  at  the  next 
annual  meeting,  when,  upon  receiving  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members 
present,  it  shall  become  a  part  of  the  Constitution. 

The  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the 
members  present  taken  thereon. 


BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE    I.— DUTIES    OF    OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  and  administer  the  rules 
of  order  usual  in  deliberative  assemblies.  He  shall  nominate  all  special  commit- 
tees, except  a  majority  of  the  members  present  resort  to  balloting  or  other 
means.  He  shall  sigu  the  certificates  of  membership  and  countersign  all  orders 
upon  the  Treasurer.  He  shall  present  at  each  annual  meeting  a  report  of  the 
operations  of  the  Association  during  the  year,  and  suggest  such  subject*  for  its 
benefit  as  he  may  deem  worthy  of  notice. 

Section  2.  The  Vice-Presidents  shall,  in  case  of  temporary  absence  or  inability 
of  the  President  to  serve,  perform  his  duties  iu  the  order  of  their  names. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  fair  and  correct  record  of  all  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Association,  together  with  a  list  of  the  names,  residences  and 
dates  of  entrance  of  each  member.  He  shall  keep  on  tile  all  papers  and  reports 
read.  He  shall  be  charged  with  all  correspondence,  and  with  the  editing,  pub- 
lishing and  distributing  the  Proceedings  of  the  Association,  under  the  directions 
of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  notify  all  members  four  weeks  in 
advance  of  each  annual  meeting,  and  at  each  annual  meeting  render  a  report  of 
the  duties  performed  by  him  since  the  last  annual  meeting.  He  shall  furnish  the 
Chairman  of  every  Special  Committee  with  a  list  of  its  members,  lie  shall  be  ex 
officio  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  4.  The  Local  Secretary  shall  act  under  instructions  from  the  Secre- 
tary. 

SECTION  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  have  charge  of  all  the  funds  of  the 
Association,  for  which  he  shall  be  held  personally  responsible,  and  shall  hold  and 
issue  the  Certificates  of  Membership.  He  shall  pay  all  bills  when  countersigned 
by  the  President.  He  shall  present  an  itemized  statement  of  his  account  at  each 
Annual  Meeting,  lie  shall  report  to  the  Executive  Committee  previous  to  each 
Annual  Meeting  the  names  of  such  members  as  have  failed  to  pay  their  contribu- 
tion for  two  successive  years,  and  also  the  names  of  such  as  have  failed  to  return 
their  Certificates  of  Membership,  after  having  been  officially  disconnected  with 
the  Association  and  duly  notified  to  do  so. 

\KTI<  l.i:    II.  — (>F   COMMITTEES. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  three  standing  committees :  An  Executive  Commit- 
tee of  seven  members,  and  a  Business  ( lommittee,  and  Committee  on  Papers  and 
Queries,  each  to  consist  of  three  members,  and  to  in-  annually  elected  or 
appointed,  according  to  the  will  of  the  Association. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee,  of  which  the  Secretary  is  an  u-  officio 
member,  shall  have  charge  of  the  revision  of  the  Poll,  the  investigation  of  appli- 
cants for  membership,  and  the  publication  of  the  Proceedings.  They  shall  report 
at  each  Annual  Meeting  the  names  of  such  members  who  have  become  discon- 
nected with  the  Association  and  refuse  to  return  their  Certificates  of  Member- 
ship, and  also  those  who  have  refused  lo  pay  their  annual  dues  for  two  successive 
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years.  They  shall  present  appropriate  notices  of  deceased  members.  At  least 
one  copy  of  the  Annual  Report  of  Proceedings,  as  published  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  shall  be  furnished  each  member. 

Section  3.  The  Business  Committee  shall  be  charged  with  the  transmission  of 
unfinished  business  from  one  meeting  to  another,  and  with  collecting,  arranging 
and  expediting  the  business  throughout  the  various  sessions  of  the  meeting. 
One  of  the  committee  shall  be  a  resident  of  the  town  or  city  where  the  succeed- 
ing annual  meeting  is  to  be  held. 

Section  4.  The  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries  shall  receive  all  reports  of 
BtaDding  committees,  and  all  papers  for  the  Association.  They  shall  designate 
which  of  them  shall  be  read  at  length,  and  which  by  title.  They  shall,  in  con- 
pectioD  with  the  Business  Committee,  arrange  the  time  which  may  be  most 
appropriate  and  convenient  for  leading  them.  They  shall,  near  the  close  of  each 
annual  meeting,  report  a  proper  number  of  questions  of  scientific  and  practical 
interest,  the  answers  to  which  may  advance  the  interest  of  pharmacy,  and  shall 
procure  the  acceptance  of  as  many  such  questions  for  investigation  as  majr  be 
practicable. 

ARTICLE    III. — OF    MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  1.  Every  pharmacist  and  druggist  residing  in  the  State,  of  good 
moral  and  professional  standing,  having  had  three  or  more  years'  experience, 
either  on  his  own  account,  or  in  the  employment  of  others  in  a  regular  pharmacy, 
or  a  store  where  dru^s  or  medicines  are  compounded  and  sold  as  a  specialty  of 
such  store,  graduates  of  regularly  organized  pharmaceutical  schools  or  colleges, 
and  licentiates  of  Boards  of  Pharmacy,  are  eligible  to  membership. 

SECTION  2.  Any  person  eligible  to  membership  may  apply  in  writing,  with  the 
endorsement  of  two  members  in  good  standing,  to  any  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  who  shall  report  his  application  to  said  committee;  if,  after  investi- 
gating his  claims,  they  shall  approve  his  election,  they  shall,  at  the  earliest  time 
possible,  report  his  name  to  the  Association,  aud  he  may  be  elected  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  ou  ballot. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  considered  a  member  of  this  Association  until 
he  has  signed  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  paid  into  the  treasury  the  sum 
of  three  dollars  as  an  initiation  fee  ;  also  the  annual  contribution  for  the  current 
year.  All  persons  who  become  members  shall  be  considered  permanent  mem- 
bers, but  may  be  expelled  for  improper  conduct  by  a  TOte  of  three-fourths  of  the 
members  present  at  any  annual  meeting. 

Section  4.  Every  member  shall  pay  in  advauce  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer 
the  sum  of  two  dollars  as  his  yearly  contribution.  Any  one  in  arrears  at  any 
annual  meeting  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote,  aud  any  one  neglecting  to  pay  his 
annual  dues  for  two  successive  years  shall  be  liable  to  lose  his  membership. 
Members  complying  with  the  preceding  section  of  this  article  are  entitled  to 
Certificates  of  Membership,  signed  by  the  President,  a  Vice-President,  the  Secre- 
tary and  Treasurer,  covenanting  to  return  the  same  to  the  proper  officer  on  sever- 
ing their  connection  with  the  Association. 

Section  5.  Resignations  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Secretary,  accompanied 
with  Certificate  of  Membership,  but  no  resignation  shall  be  accepted  from  any 
one  who  is  in  arrears  to  the  Treasurer.  All  resignations  shall  be  acknowledged 
by  the  Secretary  and  reported  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 
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Section  6.  Pharmacists,  chemists,  and  other  scientific  men  who  may  be  deemed 
worthy  of  the  distinction,  may  be  elected  honorary  members.  Tbey  shall  not  be 
required  to  contribute  to  the  funds,  nor  shall  they  be  eligible  to  office,  or  to  vote 
upon  any  question. 

ARTICLE    IV.— OF    MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  The  meetings  shall  be  held  annually,  or  from  time  to  time,  as  the 
Association  may  determine,  provided  that  in  case  of  failure  of  this  from  any 
cause,  the  duty  of  calling  the  Association  together  shall  devolve  upon  the  Presi- 
dent or  on  the  Vice-Presidents,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Section  2  At  the  opening  of  each  annual  meeting,  in  the  absence  of  the 
President  or  Vice-Presidents,  one  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  take  the 
chair.  In  absence  of  all,  a  President  pro  tempore  shall  be  elected  by  the  members 
present.  In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  the  presiding  officer  shall  appoint  a 
Secretary  pro  tempore. 

Section  3.  Fifteen  members  constitute  a  quorum. 

article  v.— of  delegates. 
Section  1.  The  President  shall  annually  appoint  five  delegates  to  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  three  to  the  Virginia  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion, and  three  to  the  South  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association;  the  delegates 
shall  present  their  report  at  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.  Dele- 
gates shall  be  entitled  to  appoint  alternates.

MINUTES 


EKiHTH    ANNUAL   MEETING 


FIRST   SESSION. 

A  she  villi;,  X.  C,  August  4,  1887. 

In  the  absence  of  a  quorum  on  the  third  instant — the  day  to 
which  the  Association  was  adjourned  to  meet — no  business  was 
transacted.  An  interruption  in  travel  over  the  Western  North 
Carolina  Railroad,  in  consequence  of  floods,  prevented  the  mem- 
bers en  route  from  the  eastern  portion  of  the  State  from  reaching 
Ashe vi lie  in  due  time. 

The  Association  was  convened  at  11  o'clock  A.  M.,  in  "Opera 
Hall,"  by  its  President,  Mr.  A.  W.  Rowland,  of  Wilson. 

A  Divine  invocation  was  pronounced  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  J.  L. 
Carroll,  of  Asheville. 

In  a  few  well-chosen  words  Mr.  J.  H.  Woodcock,  of  Ashe- 
ville, introduced  Col.  Roger  J.  Page,  who,  on  behalf  of  the 
citizens  and  resident  druggists,  delivered  the  following  address 
of  welcome : 

Mr.  President  dial  Gentlemen  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association: 

It  was  intended  by  those  charged  with  your  reception  that  you  should  have 
been  welcomed  to  the  city  of  Asheville  by  our  distinguished  Representative,  the 
Hon.  Thos.  D.  Johnston.  Owing  to  the  irregularity  of  the  trains  that  gentleman 
is  unavoidably  absent,  and  it  becomes  my  pleasing  duty  to  bid  you  welcome  to 
the  hospitalities  of  the  city  of  Asheville.  I  therefore  bid  you  welcome  in  the 
name  of  our  city  authorities,  in  behalf  of  all  our  citizens,  and  a  double  welcome 
iu  behalf  of  your  professional  brethren  who  have  established  themselves  in  our 
midst  and  have  found  homes  and  happiness;  and,  gentlemen,  deem  me  not  as 
dealing  in  the  language  of  adulation  when  I  assure  you  a  more  skillful,  more 
ohlitriug  aud  a  more  clever  set  of  gentlemen  it  would  be  hard  to  find  in  the  boun- 
dary of  the  good  Old  North  State.  We,  one  and  all, -greet  you,  aud  are  glad  to 
see  you  in  our  mountain  metropolis.     These  are  no  idle  words  ;  they  are  heart-felt 
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and  sincere,  for  we  recognize  in  each  and  every  member  of  your  Association  a 
friend  and  benefactor  of  our  race.  As  members  of  one  of  the  highest  and  noblest 
professions  that  can  exercise  the  highest  and  noblest  faculties  of  our  natures,  a 
most  ancient  and  honorable  calling,  commanding  traiued  intellect,  cunning 
hands,  keen  acumen  aud  unswerving  fidelity,  we  do  recognize  and  appreciate 
those  qualities  of  head  and  heart  which  have  qualified  you  for  the  discharge  of 
these  high  aud  responsible  duties  to  your  fellow-men,  aud  that  continuous  fidelity 
with  which  this  duty  is  discharged.  No  profession  has  made  such  gigantic 
strides  in  progress  aud  development  in  the  memory  of  living  men.  Once  we 
would  throw  physic  to  the  dogs;  now  he  that  runs  may  read  that  mothers  aud 
children  cry  for  it.  We  welcome  you  as  members  of  a  high  and  noble  profes- 
sion, as  men  who  have  consecrated  your  lives  to  the  allegation  of  suffering 
humanity :  we  recognize,  humanly  speaking,  that  in  your  hands  are  the  issues 
of  life ;  upou  your  intelligence,  skill  and  fidelity,  we  must  rely  in  the  hour  of 
sickness  for  restoration  to  health  and  strength.  We  are  glad  you  have  seen  fit  to 
hold  your  deliberations  in  our  midst,  aud  we  sincerely  trust  that  they  may  be 
characterized  by  harmony  and  wisdom,  aud  will  lead  to  a  still  higher  advance- 
ment of  your  art,  to  the  enlargement  of  science  aud  the  healing  of  the  people. 
I  regret,  in  common  with  all  our  people,  that  the  elements  are  not  propitious; 
that  so  recently  we  have  had  the  early  and  the  latter  rain,  and  from  present  indi- 
cations upon  yon  mountains  the  latest  is  to  come  yet;  but  let  not  this  dampen 
your  ardor  or  enthusiasm  in  the  good  cause  in  which  you  are  enlisted.  You  find 
our  streets  torn  up  and  encumbered  with  building  material,  and  a  superabundance 
of  mother  earth  in  solution,  but  this  is  incident  and  inseparable  from  the  transi- 
tion state  in  which  you  find  us,  merging  from  the  chrysilis  condition  of  a  country 
village  to  a  first-class  city  with  all  the  modern  improvements. 

Take  us  as  you  find  us ;  you  are  welcome,  thrice  welcome,  to  our  hearts  aud  our 
homes.  You  are  welcome  to  all  our  public  institutions — would  that  there  were 
more  of  them  ;  if  you  will  stay  over  Sunday,  seventeen  churches  will  open  their 
doors  for  your  reception,  where  the  Gospel  is  dispensed  without  money  and 
without  price.  You  will  find  a  club-room,  where  you  will  be  welcome,  aud  where 
you  will  find  newspapers  from  all  parts  of  the  country  aud  much  of  the  current 
literature  of  the  day.  Conuected  therewith  you  will  fiud  a  cabinet  of  rare  and 
beautiful  minerals,  the  product  of  our  State.  Go  where  you  will  iu  our  borders, 
you  will  be  welcome.  What  is  ours  is  yours;  if  you  want  anything  and  don't 
see  it,  call  for  it,  and  it  will  be  yours ;  when  your  business  of  the  day  is  done  aud 
you  go  forth  from  this  hall,  you  will  find  genial  friends  to  guide  you  in  paths  of 
pleasantness,  to  point  out  our  beautiful  scenery,  to  accompany  you  iu  pleasant 
drives,  even  to  the  tops  of  the  mountains,  where  you  can  feast  the  eye  ou  scenes 
of  surpassing  grandeur  and  loveliuess,  where  you  can  inhale  an  elixir  of  life  in 
our  pure  air  that  defies  your  skill  and  mocks  your  cunning. 

Welcome,  thrice  welcome!  You  are  not  strangers  to  us ;  you  should  feel  at 
home  in  our  midst,  for  are  we  not  all  North  Carolinians ?  and  when  you  are  here 
you  are  but  in  another  room  in  our  common  mother's  house  of  many  mansions. 
Accept,  then,  and  make  the  most  of  a  sincere,  cordial,  heart-felt,  highland  wel- 
come. 
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To  this  Mr.   F.   W.  Hancock,  of  New  Berne,  responded  as 

follows  : 

Col.  Page: 

I  have  the  honor,  on  behalf  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion, to  return  to  you,  and  through  you  to  the  beautiful  mountain  city  which  you 
represent,  our  sincere  thanks  for  this  kind  and  cordial  reception.  I  know  I  speak 
the  feelings  of  the  entire  Association  when  I  say  that  we  highly  appreciate  the 
words  of  welcome  to  which  we  have  listened,  and  that  we  heartily  congratulate 
ourselves  upon  our  good  fortune  in  being  here  to-day. 

We  have  laid  aside  for  awhile  the  mortar  and  pestle,  the  graduate  and  spatula, 
and  have  come  from  the  rolling  blue  ocean  of  the  east,  and  from  nearly  every 
other  section  of  this  good  Old  North  State,  to  the  beautiful  mountains  of  the 
west,  seeking  relief  from  the  labors  and  confinements  incident  to  our  vocation, 
and  with  an  earnest  desire  to  do  what  we  can  to  advance  the  interest  and  the  use- 
fulness of  our  profession.  We  hope  to  be  inspired  from  what  we  have  already  seen 
in  this  progressive  and  prosperous  city.  On  every  hand  we  see  evidences  of  a 
public  spirit  and  a  bold  and  a  liberal  enterprise,  for  which  you  should  feel  proud, 
and  for  which  this  community  deserves  the  highest  distinction. 

Asheville  may  fairly  lay  claim  to  the  distinction  of  being  the  most  attractive 
town  in  North  Carolina.  Other  towns  max  have  an  older  historj',  a  larger  popu- 
lation, greater  accumulations  of  wealth,  or  may  be  more  accessible  to  the  com- 
mercial highways  of  the  world,  but  no  other  city  affords  so  many  facilities  for 
health,  rest  and  recreation,  or  sheds  such  a  luminous  light  upon  the  pathway  of 
the  traveller.  Leaving  the  cares  and  responsibilities  of  home,  in  this  -sweet 
mountain  air  he  cease-  to  dream  of  toil  and  bathes  himself  in  the  profound  pleas- 
ures of  a  new  existeuce.  The  very  hills  speak  to  him  of  liberty,  and  the  lofty 
peaks  tell  of  an  unfettered  manhood,  where  all  is  spontaneous,  energetic  and 
free.  To  have  built  up  such  a  beautiful  town  in  the  midst  of  such  surroundings 
as  these  is  to  make  yourselves  the  creditors  of  the  whole  world. 

Visitors  may  here  renew  the  activities  of  their  bodies  and  brains,  and  from 
your  health-giving  minds  may  take  a  new  lease  of  life,  fondly  dreaming  that  in 
contributing  to  your  property  and  population  they  are  paying  you  the  debt  which 
they  owe. 

But  no  contributions  of  treasure,  industry  or  influence  can  ever  cancel  the 
benefits  which  Asheville  has  conferred  upon  the  thousands  of  this  country. 

Your  noble  county  has  already,  by  her  intellectual  and  patriotic  sons,  impressed 
herself  upon  the  people  of  this  State.  For  many  brilliant  years  wherever  politi- 
cal talent,  professional  skill  or  educational  ability  were  honored,  she  was  fore- 
most among  her  sister  counties  as  the  mother  of  great  men. 

But  not  content  with  this,  she  has  opened  a  Garden  of  Eden,  with  the  flaming 
cherubim  removed,  in  the  midst  of  her  hospitality  and  plenty,  and  invites  the 
universal  intelligence  and  culture  of  the  earth  to  bask  in  her  welcome. 

Can  it  be  a  wouder  that  the  hearts  of  all  men  turn  to  this  town  ?  Even  the 
ancient  city  of  "  Elms,"  grown  gray  before  these  lofty  hills  ever  drew  the  breath 
of  life,  has  heard  of  your  fame. 

Everywhere  in  North  Carolina  the  people  of  Asheville  are  honored  and 
admired  ;  everywhere  your  hospitality,  public  spirit  and  enterprise  are  mentioned 
in  terms  of  praise.     And  I  doubt  not  that  our  brethren  and  friends  who  are  here 
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now  on  professional  work  and  duty  will  agree  with  me  fully  iu  saying  that  your 
fame  is  well  deserved,  and  will  carry  away  a  lasting  remembrance  of  your  noble 
character  and  deeds. 

Again  I  return  our  heart-felt  thanks  for  this  kind  and  hospitable  welcome  and 
greeting. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Secretary,  Mr.  James  C. 
Munds,  which  stated  that  he  was  unavoidably  absent,  and 
expressed  his  appreciation  of  the  kindly  consideration  which  had 
been  accorded  him  by  the  Association;  and  regretted  that  owing 
to  a  change  of  business  and  residence  it  would  be  impossible  for 
him  to  serve  longer  as  Secretary. 

Air.  E.  V.  Zoeller,  of  Tarboro,  was  appointed  Secretary  pro 
tempore. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  presence  of  a  quorum  being 
denoted,  the  President  announced  the  Association  organized  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  appearing  in  the  printed 
proceedings,  their  reading  was  unanimously  dispensed  with. 

The  following  resolution  was  introduced  and  unanimously 
adopted : 

Resulved,  That  the  members  of  the  city  press  and  the  representatives  of  th ; 
several  wholesale  druggists  and  manufacturing  chemists  who  are  iu  the  city  be 
invited  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Association. 

That  the  members  of  the  medical  profession  who  are  in  the  city,  Mr.  D.  S. 
Carraway,  of  the  Drugman,  of  Chattanooga,  Tennessee,  aud  members  of  other 
State  Associations,  be  invited  to  attend  aud  participate  in  the  deliberations  of  the 
Association. 

The  Local  Secretary  was  requested  to  notify  the  interested 
parties  who  were  not  in  the  ''Hall"  of  the  passage  of  the  reso- 
lution. 

There  being  but  one  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  in 
attendance,  it  was  moved  and  adopted  thai  the  President  fill  the 
vacancies  by  appointment  ;  and  that  they  be  directed  to  present 
a  report  as  early  as  possible.  The  following  members  were 
named:  II.  R.  Home,  of  Fayetteville ;  T.  I).  Crawford,  of 
Oxford;  H.  H.  Lyons,  of  Asheville;  I).  Herring,  of  Wilson; 
T.  C.  Smith,  of  Charlotte,  and  W .  IT.  Furmau,  -Jr.,  of  Louis- 
burg. 
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The  President  then  read  his  address  and  vacated  the  chair. 
Whereupon  it  was  assumed  by  Vice-President  F.  W.  Hancock, 
of  New  Berne.  On  motion,  the  address  was  received,  and  the 
suggestions  and  recommendations  therein  referred  to  a  commit- 
tee consisting  of  W.  C.  Carmichael,  of  Asheville;  D.  L. 
Adams,  of  Raleigh,  and  J.  B.  S.  Mcintosh,  of  Waynesville. 

The  President  re-assumed  the  chair.  The  report  of  the  Secre- 
tary was  called  for,  when  it  was  ascertained  that  none  had  been 
presented. 

The  Local  Secretary  reported,  verbally,  that  the  duties  of  his 
position  had  been  and  were  being  attended  to.  The  report  was 
received  with  thanks. 

The  Treasurer  read  his  report,  which,  on  motion,  was  received 
and  referred  to  an  auditing  committee  consisting  of  T.  C. 
Smith,  of  Charlotte;  F.  W.  Hancock,  of  New  Berne,  and  T.  R. 
Abernethy,  of  Newton. 

The  reports  of  delegates  to  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  and  to  the  State  Associations  of  South  Garolina, 
Tennessee  and  Virginia  were  called  for.  v  No  reports  were 
received  except  from  the  Virginia  attending  delegate,  whose 
report  was  read  by  title,  and  is  as  follows: 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association: 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  : — As  chairman  of  the  delegation  appointed 
by  this  Association  to  represent  them  at  the  sixth  annual  meeting  of  the  Virginia 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  I  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : 

Messrs.  Shannon  and  Dalton,  my  colleagues  appointed,  could  not  make  it  con- 
venient to  attend,  so  I  was  left  your  sole  representative. 

The  Association  met  in  "Camp  Lee  Hall,"  in  the  city  of  Richmond,  at  10 
o'clock  Tuesday  morning,  May  12th. 

The  reports  of  the  several  officers,  but,  much  more,  the  earnest  interest  of 
many  of  the  members  present,  showed  the  Association  to  be  in  a  healthy  condi- 
tion. 

The  Virginia  Association  has  had  a  harder  struggle  with  their  Pharmacy  Law 
than  has  ours,  but  they  have  worked,  and  are  still  working,  with  admirable 
pluck  ;  and  they  do  not  intend  to  stop  until  tbey  have  gotten  their  law  into  such 
a  shape  as  will  serve  the  best  interests  of  the  pharmacist,  the  physician  and  the 
public. 

Several  interesting  papers  were  read — among  them  a  very  elaborate  one  on 
"The  Relations  that  Should  Exist  between  Physicians  and  Druggists." 

The  Board  of  Pharmacy  is  untiring  in  its  efforts  to  build  up  the  interests  of  the 
profession  in  Virginia,  and  is  wielding  a  powerful  influence  for  the  advancement 
of  pharmaceutical  education. 
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The  Entertainment  Committee  used  every  effort  to  make  the  occasion  a  pleas- 
ant one  for  the  visitors. 

To  say  that  I  was  courteously  received  as  a  delegate  from  the  North  Carolina 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  that  I  was  shown  every  attention  I  could  pos- 
sibly expect,  is  but  feebly  to  express  the  welcome  that  was  given  your  delegate. 
I  think  the  foundation  is  now  laid  for  fraternal  relations  between  the  Associations 
of  the  sister  States  that  cannot  but  result  in  much  pleasure  and  profit  to  both.

It  was  moved  and  adopted  that  a  committee  of  three  be  ap- 
pointed to  consider  and  report  on  the  most  appropriate  time  and 
the  most  eligible  place  for  the  next  meeting.  The  Chair  named 
as  the  committee  H.  R.  Home,  of  Fayetteville;  E.  M.  Nadal, 
of  Wilson,  and  T.  C.  Smith,  of  Charlotte. 

On  motion,  the  following  Committee  on  Exhibits  was  ap- 
pointed:  D.  Herring,  of  Wilson;  T.  D.  Crawford,  of  Oxford, 
and  H.  H.  Lyons,  of  Asheville. 

Mr.  Thomas  B.  Hill,  of  Goldsboro,  on  behalf  of  the  drug- 
gists of  that  place,  extended  an  invitation  to  the  Association  to 
hold  its  next  meeting  there.  The  invitation  was  received  with 
thanks  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Time  and  Place  of 
next  Meeting. 

At  1:00  o'clock  the  Association  adjourned,  to  re-assemble  at 
3:00  o'clock  p.  m. 

SECOND    SESSION. 

Thursday,  August  4,  1887. 

The  Association  re-assembled  and  was  called  to  order  at  3:15 
o'clock  p.  m.  by  the  President.  The  minutes  of  the  first  session 
were  read  and  approved. 

The  names  of  the  following  gentlemen  were  presented  by  the 
Executive  Committee  for  election  to  membership: 

James  S.  Grant,  of  Asheville;  William  Hicks  Justus,  of  Hen- 
derson ville;.  John  Henry  Woodcock,  of  Asheville;  R.  L.  Allen, 
of  Waynesville;  Frederic  L.  Jacobs,  of  Asheville;  Theo.  W. 
Poole,  of  Williamston;  J.Taylor  Ami-,  of  Asheville;  Henry 
G.  Chandler,  of  Asheville,  and  William  Niestlie,  of  Wilming- 
ton, 
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The  Secretary  was  unanimously  directed  to  deposit  the  ballot 
of  the  Association  for  the  entire  number,  after  the  performance 
of  which  they  were  all  declared  duly  elected. 

Communications  were  received  from  A.  L.  Grimes,  of  Thom- 
asville;  B.  T.  Simmons,  of  Weldon,  and  F.  O.  Hawley,  of 
Polkton,  all  expressing  their  well-wishes  and  regretting  their 
inability  to  be  present. 

The  following  report  of  the  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries 
was  read  and  accepted  : 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association: 

Gentlemen  :— Owing  to  the  failure  of  our  predecessors  to  report  a  list  of 
Queries  at  the  last  anuual  meeting,  we  were  compelled  to  do  so  ourselves;  and 
in  February  of  the  current  year  we  prepared  and  mailed  to  every  member  the 
attached  combined  circular  and  list. 

This  accident  has,  however,  probably  happened  for  the  best,  since  it  has  inaug- 
urated a  more  effective  manner,  in  our  opinion,  of  bringiug  the  Queries  to  the 
attention  of  our  members  than  was  heretofore  pursued,  which  was  by  a  personal 
appeal  and  an  attachment  of  the  name  of  the  member  to  the  accepted  Query. 

Wu  are  all  more  or  less  reluctant  to  accept  obligations  which  are,  for  one  rea- 
son or  another,  uncertain  of  fulfillment.  Hence,  it  has  always  been  difficult,  and 
latterly  almost  impossible,  to  have  members  promise  to  write  an  article  on  some 
stated  subject — especially  when  this  would  be  published  to  the  entire  Associa- 
tion. 

The  mailing  of  a  separate  list  of  Queries  at  a  different  time  from  the  issuance 
of  the  Proceedings  will,  we  believe,  prove  beneficial  in  several  ways.  It  will 
excite  greater  attention  ;  will  necessitate  no  obligations  or  promises  ;  when  sev- 
eral replies  are  made  to  the  same  Query,  the  subject  will  be  more  thoroughly  ven- 
tilated from  different  points  of  view  ;  questions  arising  from  discussion  or  other- 
wise at  the  latest  meetings  can  be  formulated  into  Queries  and  other  pertinent 
matters  alluded  to;  and  for  other  reasons,  that  will  become  apparent  after  the 
change,  if  established,  we  earnestly  recommend  to  our  successors  the  adoption  of 
the  suggestion ;  aud  to  give  them  the  opportunity  of  initiating  the  change  we 
purposely  omit  to  report  the  usual  list  of  Queries. 

Dear  Sir  : — Below  we  are  pleased  to  submit  to  you  a  list  of  Queries,  to  which 
responses  are  invited,  to  be  read  at  the  next  meeting,  in  Asheville,  on  August  3d, 
1887. 

We  trust  that  you  will  find  it  agreeable  and  convenient  to  favor  the  Association 
with  a  reply  to  one  or  more  of  them.  But,  should  you  be  interested  or  possessed 
of  some  information  on  a  topic  not  alluded  to  in  the  Queries,  we  would  be 
exceedingly  glad  to  have  an  Essay  or  Paper  on  the  subject  interested  in. 

Should  you  be  unable  to  attend  the  meeting,  your  contribution  will  meet  with 
due  attention  by  sending  the  same  to  the  Chairman  of  our  Committee;  and  to 
whom  the  titles  of  all  Papers  should  be  made  known  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the 
Association,  so  that  the  most  timely  reading  of  them  may  be  fixed. 

As  the  usefulness  and  interest  to  its  members  aud  the  professional  standing  of 
our  Association  abroad  largely  depends  on  the  number  and  quality  of  Papers  and 
Essays  produced,  we  hope' you  will  do  everything  possible  to  further  this  object. 

1st.  A  prescription  is  received,  in  which  "Pepsinum"  is  ordered.  Should  the 
officinal  Pepsinum  Saccharatum  be  dispensed?  or,  a  so-called  scale  or  concen- 
trated Pepsin  ?     Why  ? 
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2d.  In  regard  to  Registration— should  not  our  Pharmacy  Law  exact  of  all  who 
apply  an  examination,  regardless  as  to  whether  they  be  graduates  iu  Pharmacy 
or  Medicine,  or  Licentiates  of  other  Boards? 

3d.  Ascertain  the  number  of  times  that  each  medicinal  agent  is  prescribed  in 
one  thousand  or  more  prescriptions. 

4th.  What  is  the  best  Paste  or  Mucilage  to  use  for  attaching  Labels,  etc.,  to 
tinned  surfaces? 

5th.  Can  the  U.  S.  P.,  1880,  Formula  for  Syrupus  Zingiberis  be  improved  on? 

6th.  A  few  Pharmacists  dispense  purchased  Rose  Water  made  by  distillation  ;  a 
very  few  possibly  distill  the  Water  themselves;  but  the  larger  number  dispense 
the  Water  made  by  themselves,  by  various  methods,  from  Oil  of  Rose.  Give  a 
formula  and  process  for  its  preparation  from  the  Oil,  which  in  your  opinion  yields 
the  least  objectionable  product. 

7th.  Is  Percolation  as  thorough  by  the  use  of  the  several  patented  Pressure 
Percolators  as  it  is  by  the  use  of  the  common  ones? 

Prepare  a  Fluid  Extract  from  some  Drug  (say  Nux  Vomica)  using  the  same  lot 
and  menstruum  throughout— following  the  details  of  each  process  precisely. 
Keep  the  Fluid  Extract  made  by  each  process  separate— ascertain  the  percentage 
of  Dry  Extract  therein,  and  report  results  with  details  of  manipulation  and  any 
other  pertinent  remarks. 

8th.  What  is  the  best  adjuvant  for  disguising  the  bitterness  of  Quinine  ?  First, 
when  administered  in  powders,  and  second,  when  administered  in  mixtures? 

9th.  Can  the  officinal  process  for  Syrupus  Tolutanus  be  improved  on  ?  Is  the 
product  satisfactory  ? 

10th.  Is  it  practicable  and  profitable  for  Pharmacists  to  Prepare  Pepsin  on  a 
small  (i.  e.  in  needed  quantities)  scale  ? 

11th.  Give  an  account  of  the  manner  of  distilling  Oil  of  Sassafras,  yield,  &C 

12th.  Give  an  account  of  the  distillation  of  Oil  (spirits)  of  Turpentine,  yield, 
the  by-products  obtained,  &c. 

13th.  What  is  the  best  substance  for  mixing  with  Iodoform  to  mitigate  its  char- 
acteristic but  unpleasant  odor? 

14th.  Is  the  officinal  process  for  Syrup  of  Ipecac  entirely  satisfactory  ?  If  not, 
what  improvements  can  be  suggested  ? 

15th.  How  can  the  reprehensible  sale  of  spirituous  liquors,  by  Druggists,  for 
purposes  other  than  medicinal,  be  regulated  ? 

Kith.  Can  a  better  process  than  the  officinal  one  be  devised  for  Compound  Syrup 
of  Squill? 

17th.  Cau  a  better  process  than  the  officinal  one  be  devised  for  Benzoated  Lard  ? 

18th.  The  use  of  Balsam  of  Tolu  has  been  suggested,  and  stated  to  be  superior 
to  Gum  Benzoin  as  a  preservative  of  Lard.     Is  it  so  ? 

19th.  Lanolin  has  been  recommended  as  an  easy  medium  for  extinguishing 
Mercury  in  the  preparation  of  Mercurial  Ointment,.     Is  its  use  satisfactory  ? 

20th. 'Dissatisfaction  is  found  with  Ammonia   Liniment  made  by  the  officinal 
(1880)  process.     Wherein  lies  the  fault,  aud  how  can  it  be  obviated?

The  following  report  of  the  representative  on  the  "Commit- 
tee on  The  National  Formulary"  of  the  American  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association  was  read  and  accepted: 

To  the  President  a  nil  Members  of  tlic  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association: 

GENTLEMEN :— In  the  latter  part  of  the  past  year  we  were  honored  with  the 
appointmenl  to  represent  our  Association  on  "  The  Committee  on  National  For- 
mulary" of  ibe  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  by  its  President,  Dr.  C. 
A.  Tufts. 

Our  first  duty  was  the  preparation  and  mailing  of  the  subjoined  circular  early 
in  January  of  the  current  year  : 
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Dear  Sir  :— The  object  of  the  following  is  to  acquaint  you  with  the  work,  and 
to  solicit  your  assistance  in  furthering  the  aims  of  the  Committee  on  National 
Formulary  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  Committee  consists,  in  addition  to  five  Resident  Members,  who  reside  in 
New  York  and  Brooklyn,  of  one  representative  from  each  State  Pharmaceutical 
Association  in  the  United  States  and  Canada,  thus  giving  it  a  truly  national  char- 
acter. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  are  to  collect,  unify  and  adapt  the  best  Formula' 
for  the  numerous  semi-officinal  preparations  in  use  throughout  the  Union. 

Regarding  the  scope  that  the  Formulary  is  intended  to  cover — it  may  be  said 
that  it  is  proposed  to  include  iu  it  everything  legitimately  belonging  to  Pharmacy, 
with  the  exclusion  of  trivial  or  purely  technical  preparations,  and  without  any 
studied  attempt  to  imitate  proprietary  preparations. 

Among  the  classes  of  preparations  which  may  be  embraced  iu  it  may  be  men- 
tioned the  following: 

Those  which  have  once  been  officinal  in  the  United  States  or  some  other  Phar- 
macopoeia,  and  which  have  been  dropped,  though  still  in  use. 

Those  not  officinal  at  any  time  m  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia,  but  con- 
tained in  others  and  used  to  some  extent  in  this  country. 

Those  which  have  never  been  officinal.  Among  these  are  the  so-called  elegant 
preparations,  also  new  compounds  or  preparations  recently  introduced. 

The  duties  of  the  undersigned  are  to  participate  in  the  general  labors  incident 
to  the  province  of  this  committee  ;  but  especially  to  ascertain  and  convey  the 
wishes  of  the  interested  parties  in  this  State.  And  to  sucure  this  result,  this  cir- 
cular is  not  only  sent  to  the  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  but  to  every  pharmacist  and  druggist  resident  in  the  State  of  whom 
the  address  is  obtainable. 

All  are  respectfully  invited  to  aid  iu  the  furtherance  of  this  work.  Those  who 
have  no  special  Formulae  to  contribute,  can  render  valuable  assistance  by  furnish- 
ing a  list  of  such  preparation-,  not  Pharmacopceial,  as  are  in  use,  or  prescribed 
by  Physicians  in  their  respective  localities;  and  by  bringing  the  Formulary  and 
its  aims  to  the  attention  of  physicians,  requesting  their  assistance  and  well  wishes 
in  its  behalf. 

Every  contribution  will  be  duly  acknowledged.  But  to  be  of  service  it  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  that  it  be  promptly  made,  not  later  ttiau  the  31st  iust.,  since  the 
committee  has  only  a  limited  time  to  perforin  its  duties. 

The  results  attained  will  be  made  known  in  the  shape  of  a  report  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  to  be  held  in  Ashe- 
ville  on  August  3d,  1887. 

To  this  responses  accompanied  by  Formula?  were  received  from  Messrs.  B.  B. 
Owens,  of  Winston,  and  W.  A.  Hayes,  of  Hillsboro,  and  were  given  proper 
attention.  Later  we  mailed  to  several  members  in  the  larger  and  more  central 
points  a  blank  to  secure  votes  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  use  or  non-use 
in  their  respective  localities  of  a  loug  list  of  preparations  which  had  been  pro- 
posed for  insertiou  in  the  Formulary.  Replies  were  received  from  Messrs.  B.  B. 
Owens,  of  Winston,  W.  II.  Green,  of  Wilmington,  H.  R.  Home,  of  Fayetteville, 
W.  A.  Hayes,  of  Hillsboro,  and  F.  W.  Hancock,  of  New  Berne. 

The  small  number  of  replies  which  were  made  is  to  be  regretted ;  but  we 
must  believe  the  failure  is  largely  due  to  a  fault  of  our  own  in  not  making  the 
contents  of  our  circular  sufficiently  explicit,  for  the  utility  and  desirability  of  a 
National  Formulary  cannot  be  doubted,  and  we  suppose  all  are  willing  to  lend  a 
helpiug  baud.  No  project  has  ever  been  set  afoot  within  the  bounds  of  medical 
and  pharmaceutical  ethics  which  appeals  more  directly  to  the  "pocket." 

Should  we  not  be  imbued  with  a  sense  of  fellow-feeling  for  those  of  our  num- 
ber who  have  to  keep  in  stock  several  makes  of  a  preparation  containing  identi- 
cal ingredients,  and  which  may  have  been  called  for  but  a  single  time,  perhaps, 
simply  because  some  conscientious  physician  has  fulfilled  a  promise  enticed  of 
him  by  the  ubiquitous  drummer  of  a  distant  manufacturer?  The  adoption  of 
standard,  practical  and  reliable  formula?  for  the  unofficinal  preparations  will  cer- 
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tainly  greatly  mitigate  the  one  evil,  of  many,  to  which  we  have  alluded  ;  and 
doubtless  eventually  accomplish  much  more.  It  will  make  us  more  largely  manu  - 
facturers,  rather  than  buyers  of  this  class  of  merchandise,  which  means  the 
obtaining  of  as  good  an  article,  and  frequently  a  better  one,  at  a  less  price. 

Of  course,  owing  to  the  manner  of  introduction,  the  wares  of  the  large  manu- 
facturers are  now  dominant,  and  a  considerable  and  persistent  effort  will  be 
required  to  alter  this  relationship. 

While  we  mav  be  singly  no  match  for  the  drummer  in  his  vocation,  united  we 
will  be  more.  The  most  effective  aid  can  be  rendered  by  procuring  a  copy  of  the 
work  as  soon  as  issued  ;  following  its  formula?  even  in  preference  to  favorite  ones 
of  our  own,  since  uniformity  in  the  preparations  throughout  the  country  is 
greatly  needed.  Show  the  products  and  by  other  means  give  it  as  much  and  as 
continued  publicity  as  possible  amongst  the  physicians  of  our  respective  vicini- 
ties, and  the  accomplishment  of  the  objects  of  the  "National  Formulary"  will 
be  assured. 

In  conclusion,  we  will  state  that  the  labors  of  the  committee  are  progressing 
with  as  much  expedition  as  the  nature  of  the  work  will  permit.  Every  formula 
and  every  point  is  receiving  detailed  attention  ;  and  in  consequence,  the  time  of 
its  completion  cannot  be  closer  foretold  than  that  the  Formulary  will  be  issued 
during  1888.  Respectfully  submitted,

COMMENTS  ON  SOME  OF  THE  QUERIES,  BY  OTTO  LAWE,  Ph.  G., 
PASSAIC,  N.  J. 

Rose  Water. 

None  other  than  the  distilled  should  be  used.     It  can  be  certainly  cheaply  pur- 
chased of  good  quality.     All  artificial  waters  have  an  "oily"  taste,  which  the 
distilled  have  not. 
Syrup  of  Tolu. 

The  product  of  the  1880  Pharmacopoeia  is  not  satisfactory.     The  formula  of 
the  1870  Pharmacopoeia  is  much  to  be  preferred. 
Syrup  of  Ipecac. 

This  is  also  unsatisfactory.     It  is  better  in  every  way  to  add  the  Fluid  Extract 
to  the  requisite  amount  of  water,  filter,  and  make  a  syrup  by  adding  the  proper 
amount  of  sugar. 
Benzoated  Lard. 

For  its  extemporaneous  preparation,  a  solution  of  Beuzoin  in  Castor  Oil  does 
well. 
Disguising  the  Bitterness  of  Quinine. 

I  find  an  Aromatic  Elixir  of  Glycyrrhizin  very  effective.  The  working  formula 
of  which  is  as  follows  : 

Ammoniated  Glycyrrhizin,      ....        1  ounce— troy. 

Sugar, 3  pounds— avoir. 

Water,  sufficient  to  make        ....        5  pints. 

Make  a  solution,  and  add  the  following  mixture  : 
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Oil  Carraway, 4  minims. 

"    Coriander, 4       " 

"    Anise, 8       " 

"    Cassia, S       " 

Alcohul,  sufficient  to  make 2  drams. 

Mix  and  filter. 

The  product  is  clear  and  unchangeable.  When  Quinine  is  prescribed  in  pow- 
der form,  an  Aromatic  Glycyrrhizin  based  on  the  above  formulae  is  also  effective. 
The  proportions  would  be  as  follows : 

Ammouiated  Glycyrrhizin, 4  drams. 

Oil  Carraway, 2  drops. 

"    Coriander, 2     " 

"    Anise, 4     " 

"    Cassia, 4     " 

Reduce  to  a  powder  and  mix  thoroughly. 

One  grain  of  this  powder  will  completely  mask  the  bitterness  of  two  grains  of 
Quiuiue. 
Glycyrrhizin  of  Merck's  make  has  given  me  the  best  results. 

The  report  of  the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy  was 
read  by  its  Secretary,  Wra.  Simpson,  of  Raleigh,  and  received. 
The  financial  statement  contained  therein  was  referred  for  audit- 
ing to  a  committee  consisting  of  W.  H.  Wearn,  of  Charlotte; 
T.  B.  Hill,  of  Goldsboro,  and  J.  H.  Woodcock,  of  Asheville. 

The  Committee  on  the  President's  Address  reported,  verballv, 
that  they  concurred  in  the  suggestions  and  recommendations  con- 
tained therein — that  is,  the  abolition  of  the  customary  one  hun- 
dred dollars  appropriation  for  entertainment  purposes;  the 
appointment  of  the  Committee  on  the  Alcohol  Tax;  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  committee  to  revise  and  suggest  needful  amendments 
to  the  "Pharmacy  Act";  but,  instead  of  reporting,  as  suggested, 
at  the  meeting  then  in  session,  to  do  so  at  the  next  annual  meet- 
ing.

and  urge  the  passage  of  the  same.  Knowing  Mr.  Tull  to  be  a  gentleman  of 
ability  and  zeal,  and  having  the  interest  of  our  Association  at  heart,  we  com- 
mitted the  work  to  him,  and  herewith  enclose  a  statement  of  his  action  in  the 
matter.

My  Dear  Sir  : — Your  polite  favor  read,  and  in  reply  will  say,  as  you  do  me  the 
honor  of  considering  me  the  representative  of  your  committee,  that  I  will 
endeavor  to  make  a  report  of  what  I  did,  or  rather  failed  to  do.  I  would  like  to 
say  in  the  first  place  that  the  prime  cause  of  my  ever  consenting  to  leave  my 
business  and  serve  in  the  Senate  was  the  thought  that  I  might  be  able  to  serve  the 
Association  to  which  we  all  belong,  and  my  only  legislative  regret  is  the  failure 
to  get  the  desired  legislation.  Well !  to  business.  I  drew  a  bill,  which  met  the 
approbation  of  the  President  of  our  Association  and  all  the  committee.  It  con- 
tained about  all  that  the  last  meeting  at  Fayetteville  wanted,  except  the  clause 
permitting  licensed  pharmacists  to  sell  liquor ;  and  the  omission  of  that  clause 
was  unanimously  agreed  to  by  the  committee.  I  will  state,  right  here,  that  I 
think  the  principal  reason  of  the  defeat  of  our  bill  was  that  in  the  popular  mind 
our  profession  is  looked  upon  as  rum  sellers,  and  the  average  Legislator  thinks  we 
have  now  more  privileges  than  we  deserve.  But  I  digress.  My  lull  was  referred 
to  the  Judiciary  Committee  of  the  Senate,  and  sent  back  with  an  unanimous 
recommendation  that  it  do  pass,  which  it  did,  and  got  the  same  endorsement  from 
tin'  Judiciary  '  lommittee  of  the  House  ;  and  when  it  came  up  in  the  House,  not- 
withstanding the  efforts  of  Dr.  Stancill  and  Messrs.  Thomas  and  Doughten,  it 
failed  to  receive  the  required  number  of  votes.  So  it  died,  then  ami  there,  as  it 
was  too  late  in  the  session  to  do  anything  more.  I  think,  however,  we  are  very 
fortunate  in  keeping  our  law  intact,  as  there  was  a  decided  element  in  favor  of 
repealing  all  medical,  pharmaceutical  and  dental  laws.  So,  on  the  whole,  while 
we  have  gained  nothing,  we  at  least  have  held  our  own.  Hoping  to  meet  you  and 
the  balance  of  the  committee  at  Asheville,  I  am

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THE  PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS. 

Gentlemen  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association: 

We  meet  to-day  for  the  eighth  time  uuder,  I  trust,  bright  auspices  ;  at  a  point 
for  mineral  wealth,  beauty  and  grandeur  of  scenery  that  cannot  be  surpassed  on 
this  continent,  and  among  a  people  no  less  noted  for  their  hospitality  than  a  refine- 
meut  and  culture  peculiarly  Carolinian.  Cast  the  eye  in  any  direction  you  may, 
and  we  are  greeted  by  the  towering  Appalachian  Hills,  many  of  which,  piled  oue ' 
upon  another,  lose  their  lofty  summits  in  heaven's  cerulean  archway,  speaking  in 
tones,  through  silence,  that  proclaim  the  grandeur  aud  magnificence  of  God's 
greatest  works. 

Let  us  catch  the  inspiration  of  these  surroundings  that  an  elevating  influence 
may  find  its  way  into  all  our  transactions  and  that  our  proceedings  may  be  char- 
acterized by  that  harmony  and  good  feeling  out  of  which  may  come  most  benefi- 
cial results. 

We  are  here  to  advance  the  cause  of  pharmacy — to  give  to  each  other  the  bene- 
fits of  another  year's  experience,  that  we  may  be  better  enabled  to  overcome  and 
solve  its  intricate  problems.  Let  us  therefore  discuss  freely  whatever  may  come 
before  us  to  the  end  that  when  our  meeting  shall  have  adjourned  and  we  go  to 
our  homes  we  may  feel  and  realize  the  value  of  this  Association  to  the  cause  of 
pharmacy. 

Let  us  take  a  retrospective  view  of  the  status  of  pharmacy  in  North  Carolina, 
and  upoD  tin's  pass  judgment  as  to  its  effects  and  results.  Seven  years  ago  we 
met  for  the  first  time,  almost  strangers  to  each  other,  hardly  one  of  us  had  a  per- 
sonal acquaintance  of  twenty-five  among  our  number  ;  whilst  now  our  acquaint- 
ance embraces  nearly  our  entire  membership.  As  we  come  to  know  each  other 
warm  attachments  have  ripened  into  life-long  friendship,  and  we  look  forward  to 
these  annual  meetings  with  pleasurable  anticipations. 

Seven  years  ago  the  pharmacists  of  our  State  were  mere  merchants,  tradesmen  ; 
what  a  change  the  organization  of  this  Association  has  wrought !  The  basis  for  a 
superstructure  of  scientific  acquirements  has  been  laid  and  we  see  evidences  of 
advancement  in  that  direction  on  every  hand  aud  which  must  ultimately  result  in 
according  to  pharmacists  a  recognition  of  a  professional  standing.  We  should 
let  our  labors  be  directed  in  a  channel  that  will  elevate  and  exalt  our  calling;  a 
high  sense  of  manly  honor  should  pervade  our  every  transaction,  to  the  end  that 
those  who  come  in  contact  with  us  may  be  the  more  deeply  impressed  with  the 
necessity  of  having;  their  compounding  done  only  by  efficient  and  skilled  hands. 

The  influence  of  sister  State  Associations  has  accomplished  much  in  awakening 
an  interest  in  scientific  knowledge  aud  research  as  well  as  to  suppress  and  drive 
ignorance  out  of  our  ranks,  ours  being  no  exception  to  the  rule. 

The  public  is  indebted  to  Pharmaceutical  Associations  for  the  passage  of  wise 
laws  regulating  the  practice  (if  pharmacy  in  many  States  of  the  Union;  and  it 
is  a  fact  worthy  of  note  that  the  restrictions  thus  laid  emanate  from  a  body  of 
men  whose  business  is  most  seriously  affected,  both  as  to  the  increased  expense 
it  brings  and  the  restrictions  it  lays  upon  the  details  of  their  business. 

Boards  of  Pharmacy  in  nearly  if  not  all  the  States  are  the  creatures  of  the 
State  Associations  and  embody  the  best  talent  among  practicing  pharmacists.  It 
is  in  their  hands  the  execution  of  pharmacy  laws  is  placed,  and  upon  the  wise 
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and  conservative  exercise  of  their  powers  its  success  depends.  In  our  State  the 
passage  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  and  the  establishing  a  Board  of  Pharmacy  did  not 
secure  to  us  all  we  asked.  As  time  rolls  by  we  discover  the  imperfections  that 
experience  brings  and  hope  that  an  enlightened  judgment  will  aid  us  in  perfect- 
ing, eventually,  a  law  of  the  most  vital  importance  to  our  entire  people. 

Our  Committee  on  Legislation,  to  whom  was  entrusted  such  amendments  as 
were  seemed  advisable  for  the  best  interests  of  pharmacy,  I  regret  to  say,  failed 
to  accomplish  their  object.  We  are,  however,  largely  indebted  to  them  for  their 
labors  in  that  direction,  for  certain  it  is,  failure  was  not  attributable  to  any  lack 
of  zeal  in  that  behalf. 

I  would  suggest  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  formulate  such  amendments 
to  the  "Pharmacy  Act"  as  may  be  necessary  to  perfect  the  law,  and  to  clear  it 
of  such  terms  as  make  its  enforcement  difficult  and  to  some  extent  uncertain  ; 
said  committee  to  report  at  this  meeting  in  order  th*at  a  free  interchange  of  views 
may  be  had. 

The  tax  on  alcohol  is  a  matter  of  such  vital  interest  that  I  would  feel  a  derelic- 
tion of  duty  to  you  were  I  not  to  follow  the  footsteps  of  my  predecessor,  in  call- 
ing your  attention  again  to  this  iniquity.  There  is  no  article  that  enters  so  largely 
into  the  manufacture  of  pharmaceutical  preparations  as  this  ;  and  I  may  say  with 
equal  truth,  not  one  that  bears  half  the  burden  of  direct  taxation.  lien-  is  an 
article  of  which  the  cost  of  manufacture  is  less  than  forty  cents  per  gallon,  the 
tax  upon  which  runs  it  up  to  two  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents  to  the  consumer; 
or,  more  than  four  hundred  and  fifty  per  cent,  goes  to  the  government  as  taxes. 
It  is  a  burden  that  almost  always  falls  upon  a  class  least  able  to  bear  it — the  sick. 
Rarely  a  State  Association  meets  that  this  abomination  is  not  deprecateil  and  con- 
demned ;  and  yet  the  voice  of  more  than  thirty  thousand  druggists,  pronounced 
with  a  degree  of  uuauimity  simply  unparalleled,  annually,  for  more  than  a 
decade,  goes  unheeded  by  the  National  Legislature.  It  is  still  a  grievance  we 
should  use  our  utmost  endeavors  to  have  rectified.  It  is  no  less  burdensome  than 
odious;  a  war  measure  enforced  for  more  than  twenty  years  after  its  necessity 
ceases  to  exist. 

I  suggest  that  this  Association  do  its  full  duty  in  this  matter  ;  that  we  appoint 
a  committee  from  each  Congressional  District  of  the  State,  who  shall  present  a 
memorial  to  their  respective  Representatives  in  Congress,  setting  forth  the  burden 
imposed  by  said  tax  and  asking  that  they  use  every  effort  for  its  repeal  or  modi- 
fication, and  that  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  through  its  pre- 
siding officer,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  place  a  similar  memorial  with  our  two 
Senators  in  Congress.  This  I  conceive  to  be  the  most  direct  method  of  reaching 
the  source  from  which  relief  must  come,  if  at  all.  It  is  not,  however,  a  plan  I 
am  so  strongly  wedded  to  but  that  I  would  most  cheerfully  yield  to  a  better  one. 
The  accomplishment  of  an  object  in  which  every  pharmacist,  from  one  end  of 
the  country  to  the  other,  is  so  directly  interested  should  meet  your  hearty 
approval  and  most  earnest  consideration. 

At  several  of  our  annual  meetings  preceding  this  it  may  be  safely  estimated 
that  less  than  a  fourth  of  our  members  were  present  :  especially  is  this  true  of 
the  meeting  at  Fayetteville  last  year.  The  objects  for  which  we  meet  and  the 
benefits  already  received  from  this  Association  should  be  sufficient  incentives  to 
bring  together  every  pharmacist  within  the  pale  of  our  State's  jurisdiction. 
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We  have  much  before  us  still  to  be  accomplished.  That  the  profession  has  been 
elevated  goes  vvithout  contradiction  ;  and  equally  true  is  it  that  a  better  feeling 
has  been  wrought  by  its  beneficent  influence.  We  should  each  aim  to  cultivate 
professional  ethics,  to  the  end  that  co-operation  may  be  secured  in  the  direction 
which  will  further  an  interest  common  to  all.  While  we  of  the  South,  and  of 
North  Carolina  particularly,  have  been  comparatively  exempt  from  the  bane  of 
larger  business  centres  North — cutting — it  should  be  a  source  of  congratulation 
that  for  this  immunity  we  are  to  a  large  extent  indebted  to  that  mutual  good-will 
and  feeling  the  formation  of  this  Association  has  brought  about. 

Let  us  endeavor  to  cultivate  harmony  in  our  business  relations  as  well,  and  thus 
endeavor  to  secure  thai  unanimity  and  co-operation  which  are  at  all  times  elements 
that  bring  profit  and  success  to  human  efforts. 

Just  tljiuk  what  an  influence  could  be  wielded,  what  a  power  exerted,  were 
even  druggist  in  the  State  united  in  a  common  cause  for  a  common  interest ! 
Cutting  of  [dices  would  have  long  since  been  numbered  among  the  things  that 
were  and  are  not  ;  the  short  cuts  of  business  rivalry  and  jealousies  would  soon 
disappear  from  our  midst.  The  removal  of  the  tax  on  alcohol  and  the  liquor 
license  required  of  druggists  would  have  long  since  been  accomplished  had  that 
unanimity  and  concert  of  action  characterized  our  proceedings  which  sound  policy 
should  have  dictated  !     Let  us  remember  that  "in  unity  there  is  strength." 

There  are  in  the  State,  according  to  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy,  three  hundred  and  ninety-five  registered  pharmacists.  Of  this  num- 
ber t  lie  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  can  claim  only  one  hundred 
and  seventy-nine  as  per  last  report  of  the  Secretary,  or  less  than  half  the  pharma- 
cists of  the  State.  We  are  loath  to  believe  that  fifty-four  per  cent,  of  the  repu- 
table dr. iggists  aie  engaged  in  business  simply  and  solely  for  the  profits  in  it; 
or  that  its  scientific  and  professional  aspect  lacks  appreciation  by  so  large  and 
respectable  a  body  of  men.  While  this  Association  embraces  the  names  of  many 
eminent  pharmacists,  we  should  not  be  content  until  its  strength,  numerically, 
more  closely  approximates  the  number  of  registered  pharmacists.  The  value  of 
this  acquisition  to  our  ranks  can  hardly  be  estimated,  whether  in  a  social  or  mate- 
rial view.  I  would,  therefore,  urge  upon  each  and  every  mem  her  the  importance  of 
interesting  himself  in  an  effort  to  increase  our  membership  by  laying  before  other 
druggists  the  advantages  accruing  to  those  joiuiug  us  in  an  etlort  to  promote  an 
interest  common  to  all. 

The  rebate  system,  adopted  so  largely  by  manufacturers  of  patent  and  proprie- 
tary goods,  is  one  to  which  I  have  given  much  thought  and  attentiou.  If  it 
means  aught  else,  so  far  as  nine  tenths  of  Southern  druggists  are  concerned, 
than  higher  prices  for  the  jobber,  and  higher  prices  for  the  manufacturer,  with 
correspondingly  less  profit  for  the  retailer,  I  have  failed  to  discover  it. 

Its  oppressive  effects,  in  my  judgment,  are  more  particularly  felt  by  Southern 
dealers,  for  the  reason  that  the  suppression  of  the  cutting  of  prices  (for  this  was 
the  ostensible  object  of  the  system)  loses  its  force  as  the  population  becomes  less 
dense.  Ours  being  an  agricultural  section,  we  are  taxed  to  suppress  an  evil  exist- 
ing in  manufacturing  centres  of  the  Union  from  which  we  derive  no  advantage. 
This  leads  to  the  suggestion  that  druggists  should  discourage  the  sale  of  all  such 
articles  in  the  proportion  that  the  prices  fixed  by  the  manufacturer  are  an 
encroachment  upon  their  legitimate  profits. 
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I  recall  a  twenty-five  cent  cough  remedy,  that  the  manufacturer  sold  to  me  for 
years  at  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  dozen.  It  was  put  upon  the  rebate  list,  and 
from  that  day  to  this  no  retailer  has  bought  it  at  a  lower  figure  than  two  dollars 
per  dozen.  These  "rebaters"  are  apparently  very  much  concerned  about  the 
retailers'  profits  in  their  goods  ;  but  it  is  to  be  observed  that  they  invariably  take 
care  that  their  own  iuterests  are  well  cared  for.  They  seem  to  do  business  upon 
the  theory  that  the  nearer  the  wholesale  price  approaches  the  retail  figure  printed 
on  their  labels,  the  greater  the  probability  that  their  goods  will  7iot  be  "cut.,,  I 
would  advise  that  we  resolve:  "That  the  sale  of  all  proprietary  goods,  whether 
on  rebate  or  not,  where  the  retail  price  fixed  by  the  proprietor  does  not  leave  to 
the  retailer  a  fair  margin,  be  discouraged. 

The  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  at  its  thirty-fourth  annual  meeting, 
held  at  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  September  9th,  18S6,  adopted  the  following 
resolution,  to-wit :  "  That  in  addition  to  the  five  members  from  New  .York  and 
Brooklyn,  there  shall  be  added  one  member  of  each  State  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation, all  of  whom  shall  constitute  the  Committee  on  Unofficinal  Formula1,  and 
that  five  members  thereof  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business." 

In  order  to  consummate  the  object  of  this  resolution  the  President  of  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association  asked  me  to  name  a  suitable  person  to 
represent  this  body  as  a  member  of  said  committee.  After  duly  considering  the 
matter,  I  appointed  one  of  our  most  intelligent  and  pains-taking  members  for  the 
place,  Mr.  E.  V.  Zoeller,  of  Tarboro,  N.  C,  which  I  trust  and  believe  will  meet 
your  hearty  approval. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  arrangements 
were  made  for  the  purpose  of  enlarging  the  scope  of  its  usefulness,  by  a  diver- 
sion from  strictly  scientific  to  business  and  the  more  practical  everyday  objects 
of  pharmacists  of  the  United  States.  The  first  step  in  this  direction  was  to 
merge  the  National  Retail  Druggists  Association  into  the  American  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association  after  another  year's  existence ;  the  time  deemed  necessary  to 
wind  up  the  affairs  of  the  Natioual  Retail  Druggists  Association,  and  to  secure  the 
benefits  of  a  year's  experience  and  observation  as  to  the  wisdom  of  its  final  con- 
summation. During  its  sessions  the  subject  of  a  yearly  conference  of  State 
Secretaries  in  connection  with  the  meeting  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  best  ways  and  means  for  conduct- 
ing the  business  of  State  meetings,  and  considering  the  condition  of  matters  in 
the  various  States,  with  a  view  to  a  more  general  understanding  of  the  affairs  of 
each  State  ill  their  relation  to  the  general  welfare  of  all,  was  presented  and  freely 
argued.  It  was  the  opinion  of  all  that  such  a  meeting  would  be  of  much  benefit 
to  the  Secretaries  Individually,  in  better  fitting  them  to  perform  the  duties  of 
their  offices,  and  to  the  Associations  by  directing  the  workings  of  each  towards 
the  accomplishment  of  the  same  or  similar  ends.  It  was  suggested  that  the  per- 
sonal acquaintance  of  the  officers  of  the  various  Associations  would  render  their 
duties  much  more  pleasant  and  successful.  In  order  to  carry  out  the  above 
object,  the  following  resolution  was  passed:  "Thai  a  committee  of  three,  con- 
sisting of  Secretaries  Holmes,  Calcord  and  Upson,  be  appointed  to  confer  with 
the  Secretaries  now  present  as  to  the  desirability  of  such  a  departure,  and  also 
to  present  the  proposed  plans  to  the  Presidents  of  all  the  stale  Associations, 
soliciting  their  opinion  and  co-operation.  Ii  was  also  suggested  that  owing  to 
the  benefits  thai  would  accrue  to  the  State  Associations  from  such  confereuce, 
the  actual  traveling  expenses  of  the  Secretaries  should  be  paid  out  of  the  Slate 
Association  treasuries. 
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Emanating  from  the  most  enlightened  bodies  of  pharmacists  in  this  country,  I 
have  deemed  it  proper  to  lay  the  matter  before  you  that  such  action,  if  any,  may 
be  taken  as  3*our  judgment  may  dictate.  In  the  depleted  condition  of  our 
exchequer,  however,  it  may  be  wise  to  withhold  a  favorable  consideration. 

The  report  of  our  Treasurer  will  show  the  importance  of  taking  a  sound  busi- 
ness view  of  our  finances,  in  order  to  meet  our  current  expenses.  If  we  consider 
the  fiscal  year  as  having  ended  on  the  first  of  July  (I  put  the  proposition  in  this  way 
for  the  reason  that  our  current  expenses  for  the  following  year  are,  as  a  rule, 
paid  almost  wholly  out  of  the  collections  at,  and  immediately  preceding,  our 
annual  meetings),  we  will  find  that  our  available  funds  were  only  twenty -five 
dollars,  with  a  debt  of  forty  dollars  due  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  for  money 
loaned  the  Association  ;  in  other  words,  a  deficit  of  fifteen  dollars,  to  which  must 
be  added  a  small  bill  incurred  for  the  annual  notification  of  members,  amounting 
in  live  or  six  dollars.  To  remedy  this,  it  is  obvious  that  one  of  two  things  must 
be  done,  either  to  increase  the  annual  dues,  or  to  lessen  our  expenses.  Should 
you  decide  on  the  former,  I  apprehend  that  it  will  to  some  extent  lessen  our 
chances  for  an  increase  of  membership,  which  I  regard  as  a  matter  of  no  little 
Importance.  So  we  are  brought  to  consider  the  question  of  curtailing  expenses, 
and  how  it  can  be  done  without  detriment  to  the  Association.  After  mature  con- 
sideration, I  recommend  that  the  annual  contribution  of  one  hundred  dollars  be 
abolished,  at  least  until  our  success  financially  is  bettered.  By  adopting  this 
course  we  would  incur  no  loss,  and  at  the  same  time  overcome  the  objection  that 
absentees  make,  of  what  they  are  pleased  to  term — a  waste  of  our  funds.  As 
our  Secretary  and  Treasurer  are  the  only  salaried  officers,  there  is,  I  believe,  no 
other  expenditure  with  which  we  cau  dispense. 

And  now,  gentlemen,  the  time  will  soon  have  arrived  when  I  will  cease  fo  be 
your  presiding  officer.  The  uniform  courtesy  and  kindness  it  has  pleased  you  to 
extend  me  while  occupying  the  most  exalted  place  within  your  gift,  heightens 
my  most,  grateful  appreciation  of  the  honor  you  have  done  me.  In  again  enter- 
ing your  ranks  it  will  be  none  the  less  a  pleasure  to  do  yeoman's  service  in  fur- 
thering the  interests  and  cause  of  pharmacy  in  North  Carolina.  I  shall  note  with 
no  less  pleasure  than  pride  the  continued  beneficent  influence  of  this  Associa- 
tion upon  every  pharmacist  in  our  good  old  State,  and  it  will  be  my  desire  as 
well  as  my  pleasure  to  contribute  whatever  my  humble  capacity  permits,  to  place 
the  North  Caroliua  Pharmaceutical  Association  in  the  foremost  rank  of  all  similar 
bodies.

TREASURER'S  REPORT. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association: 

Gentlemen:— At  the  seventh  annual  meeting  held  at  Fayetteville,  N.  C, 
August  11th  and  12th,  1886,  the  amount  of  cash  in  the  treasury  of  the  Association 
was  $'320.94,  and  owing  to  the  small  number  of  members  in  attendance  the 
amount  of  dues  collected  was  only  $52.00;  this  amount,  with  the  sum  of  $30.00 
received  for  initiation  fees  and  dues  from  new  members  joining  the  Association 
at  that  time,  made  a  total  of  $302.94.  By  reference  to  the  statement  of  the  dis- 
bursements herewith  presented,  it  will  be  seen   that  $226  was  paid  out  imme- 
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diately  after  tbe  adjournment  of  the  seventh  annual  meeting,  leaving  a  balance 
of  $76.94  from  this  time  to  the  13th  of  November,  1886.  After  making  an  appeal 
for  the  payment  of  dues  to  those  who  were  in  arrears,  .$56.00  more  was  collected, 
this  increased  the  amount  on  hand  at  that  time  to  $132.94,  which  was  all  the 
Treasurer  had  to  pay  a  draft  for  $161.79  for  sundry  expenses.  The  amount  uot 
being  sufficient  to  pay  the  same,  application  was  made  to  William  Simpson,  Sec- 
retary and  Treasurer  of  the  North  Caroliua  Board  of  Pharmacy,  for  the  loan  of 
$40.00,  which  was  willingly  granted.  By  this  loan  I  was  euabled  to  pay  promptly 
the  debts  of  the  Association.  In  accordance  with  the  report  of  the  Executive 
Committee  adopted  at  last  meeting,  35  members  have  been  dropped  from  the  roll 
for  non-payment  of  dues,  all  of  whom  were  informed  of  their  indebtedness  and 
requested  to  pay  the  same  or  they  would  be  dealt  with  according  to  the  By-Laws 
in  such  cases.  Their  names  will  be  presented  to  the  Secretary  in  order  that  they 
may  not  be  published  as  members  of  the  Association  in  our  next  proceedings. 
The  accounts  for  dues  have  been  sent  out  to  each  member,  with  an  appeal 
stating  that  prompt  remittances  were  necessary  in  order  to  meet  the  expenses  of 
the  Association.  A  good  many  remittances  were  made,  and  there  is  a  consider- 
able amount  due  which  the  Treasurer  hopes  will  be  paid  soon.  I  herewith  pre- 
sent my  account  as  Treasurer  for  the  past  year.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  NORTH  CAROLINA  BOARD  OF  PHARMACY. 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  August  1st,  1887. 
To  His  Excellency  A.  M.  Scales,  Governor : 

Sir  : — In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  I  have  the 
honor  to  submit  to  your  Excellency,  and  to  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  a  report  of  the  action  of  the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy  for 
the  year  ending  August  1st,  1887. 

The  thirteenth  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  the  city  of  Raleigh  on  Tues- 
day, Wednesday  and  Thursday,  October  26th,  27th  and  28th,  18S6.  Present, 
Messrs.  Meadows,  Nadal,  Tull  and  Simpson.  The  Board  was  organized  by  calling 
Mr.  Meadows  to  the  chair  and  requesting  Mr.  Simpson  to  act  as  Secretary.  A 
letter  from  Mr.  Green,  former  President  of  the  Board,  was  then  read,  in  which  he 
tendered  his  resignation  as  a  member  of  the  Board,  assigning  as  a  reason  therefor 
pressing  business  interests  that  he  could  not  neglect. 

Mr.  H.  R.  Home,  of  Fayetteville,  having  been  appointed  by  your  Excellency  to 
fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr.  Green,  presented  his  credentials  and  was  welcomed 
to  his  seat  by  the  members  present.  Mr.  Simpson's  term  having  expired  by  limi- 
tation, andjiaving  been  recommissioned  by  your  Excellency,  was  also  admitted 
to  a  seat.     The  Board  having  been  thus  fully  organized,  proceeded  to  business. 

A  vacancy  in  the  office  of  President  of  the  Board  having  occurred  through  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  Green,  and  the  office  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer  having 
become  vacant  by  reason  of  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  Mr.  Simpson,  au  elec- 
tion to  fill  those  offices  was  had,  with  the  following  result  : 

Ed.  II.  Meadows,  New  Berne,  President;  William  Simpson,  Raleigh,  Sec  re  tar j 
and  Treasurer. 

At  this  meeting  seven  candidates  for  license  to  practice  pharmacy  were  exam 
iued,  three  of  whom  the  Board  adjudged  not  to  have  shown  a  sufficient  degree  oi 
proficiency  to  entitle  them  to  registration.  The  others  having  passed  a  satisfac- 
tory examination,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  issue  to  them  certificates  as 
licentiates  in  pharmacy. 

The  following  resolutions  were  passed,  viz.: 

Resolved,  The  North  Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy  do  not  at  present  recognize 
tin-  licentiates  of  other  Hoards  of   Pharmacy. 

Resolved,  That  the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy  recognize  no  physician 
as  entitled  to  registration  who  is  not  a  practitioner  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of 
the  State. 

Besolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  instructed  to 
employ  counsel  to  prosecute  any  one  violating  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act. 
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On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  prepare  a  letter  on  behalf  of  the 
Board  expressive  of  their  regret  at  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Green,  and  in  accord 
ance  therewith  the  following  was  sent :

Dear  Sir  : — At  a  meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy  held  in 
this  city  on  the  28th  inst.  your  letter  tendering  your  resignation  as  a  member  of 
the  Board  was  read,  and  I  was  directed  to  convey  to  you  officially  their  regret 
that  circumstances  should  have  prompted  such  action  on  your  part. 

In  parting  with  you,  it  is  becoming  and  proper  that  I  should  give  expression  to 
the  regard  and  high  esteem  in  which  you  have  been  held  by  your  late  associates, 
in  every  relation^  personal  and  official,  our  intercourse  has  been  of  the  most 
pleasing  character:  nothing  has  occurred  during  the  live  years  iu  which  we  have 
been  associated  to  mar  that  harmony  and  good-will  that  has  ever  existed  among 
us.

The  15th  meeting  was  also  held  iu  the  city  of  Raleigh,  on  Wednesday  and 
Thursday,  February  23d  and  24th,  1KS7.  Present,  Messrs.  Nadal,  Tull,  Home 
and  Simpson.  At  this  meeting  six  candidates  for  license  appeared,  only  two  of 
Whom  were  found  to  be  entitled  to  registration,  the  other  four  failing  to  pass  a 
favorable  examination,  were  granted  another  opportunity.

1'IIAUMACY   ACT. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  E.  M.  Nadal,  8.  J.  Hinsdale,  William  Simpson,  E.  II.  Mead- 
ows, T.  ('.  Smith,  John  S.  Pescud,  and  such  other  persons  as  may  be  associated 
with  them  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  made  a 
body  corporate  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  and  by  said  name  shall  have  the  right  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  to  purchase  and  hold  real  estate  and  grant  the  same,  to  have 
and  to  use  a  common  seal,  and  to  do  such  other  things  and  perform  such  other 
acts  as  appertain  to  bodies  corporate  aud  politic,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Con- 
stitution and  Laws  of  the  State. 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  said  Association  is  to  unite  the  pharmacists  and  drug- 
gists of  this  State  for  mutual  aid,  encouragement  and  improvement,  to  encourage 
scientific  research,  develop  pharmaceutical  talent,  to  elevate  the  standard  of  pro- 
fessional thought,  and  ultimately  restrict  the  practice  of  pharmacy  to  properly 
qualified  druggists  and  apothecaries. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided  for  any  persou,  unless  a  registered  pharmaceutist,  within  the 
meaning  of  this  act,  to  open  or  conduct  any  pharmacy  or  store  for  retailing,  dis- 
pensing or  compounding  medicines  or  poisons,  or  for  any  one  not  a  registered 
pharmaceutist  to  prepare  a  physician's  prescription,  except  under  the  supervision 
of  a  registered  pharmaceutist,  in  the  State  of  North  Caroliua:  Provided,  That 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  sale  of  patent  or  proprietary  medi- 
cines, quinine,  epsom  salts,  castor  oil,  essence  of  peppermint,  paregoric,  or  lauda- 
num in  original  packages,  calomel,  camphor  or  sweet  oil. 
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Sec.  4.  Auy  person,  iu  order  to  fee  registered,  shall  be  a  graduate  of  some  col- 
lege in  pharmacy,  recognized  by  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  : 
or  shall,  at  the  passage  of  this  act,  have  had  three  years'  practical  experience  iu 
the  preparation  of  physicians'  prescriptions,  and  in  compounding  and  vending 
medicines  and  poisons,  or  shall  be  a  licentiate  of  pharmacy  of  the  Board  (if 
Pharmacy  of  North  Carolina,  or  one  who  is  or  has  been  a  regular  practicing  phy- 
sician,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  5.  Pharmaceutists  claiming  the  right  of  registration  under  this  act,  on 
account  of  practical  experience,  shall,  within  ninety  days  after  its  passage,  show 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  be  created  by  this  act  that  they 
have  had  three  (8)  years'  practical  experience  in  the  preparation  of  physicians' 
prescriptions,  and  iu  compounding  and  vending  medicines  and  poisons  :  Provided, 
Nothing  in  this  section  shall  apply  to  any  person  or  persons  in  business  on  their 
own  account  upon  the  passage  of  this  act,  nor  to  those  who  are,  have  been,  or 
may  hereafter  be  regular  practicing  physicians.  Liceutiates  in  pharmacy  must 
have  had  three  years'  experience  in  stores  where  prescriptions  of  medical  practi- 
tioners have  been  prepared,  and  shall  have  passed  an  examination  before  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy  of  this  State.  The  Board  of  Pharmacy  may  register,  without 
further  examination,  the  licentiates  of  such  other  Boards  of  Pharmacy  as  they 
may  deem  proper. 

Sec.  6.  This  Association  shall  elect  ten  of  its  members — from  whom  the  Gov- 
ernor selects  five— who  shall  compose  the  Board  of  Pharmacy.  The  Board  is 
empowered  to  transact  all  business  relating  to  the  legal  practice  of  pharmacy  ;  to 
examine  into  and  adjudicate  upon  all  cases  of  abuse,  fraud,  adulteration,  substi- 
tution or  malpractice,  and  to  enforce  all  the  provisions  of  ihe  law,  and  to  render 
an  annual  account  to  the  proper  State  authorities  and  to  the  Association.  Any 
one  examined  by  the  Board  shall  pay  a  fee  of  live  dollars.  Iu  case  of  failure  to 
pass  a  satisfactory  examination  he  shall  be  granted  a  second  examination,  with- 
out the  payment  of  a  further  fee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the 
Board,  after  receipt  of  notification  of  their  appointment  to  appear  before  the 
clerk  of  the  county  in  which  they  individually  reside,  aud  make  and  subscribe  to 
an  oath  properly  and  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  office  ;  aud  within 
thirty  days  thereafter  meet  and  organize  by  the  election  of  a  President  ami  Sec- 
retary of  said  Board.  The  Secretary  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  a  term  of  five 
years;  and  the  term  of  office  of  the  other  members  shall  be  determined  by  lot. 
\  at ■ancies  iu  the  Board  shall  be  filled  as  required  in  section  12.     The  Board  shall 

b.old  meetings  at  leasl  once  i ually  or  oftener,  as  the  business  of  the  Board  may 

require.  The  Secretary  shall  give  each  member  of  the  Board  not  less  than  ten 
days'  imt ice  of  each  meeting.  Three  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  examine  all  persons  applying  for  examination 
in  proper  form,  and  to  register  such  as  shall  establish  their  rights  to  registration 
iu  accordance  with  the  provisions  <>f  this  act. 

Sec.  ~.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  keep 
a  book  nf  registration  at  some  convenient  place,  of  which  due  notice  shall  be 
given  through  the  public  press,  in  which  shall  be  entered,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Board,  the  names  and  places  of  business  of  all  persons  coining  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  a  statement  to  be  Bigned  by  the  person  making  the 
application  df  such  facts  iu  the  case  as  he  may  claim  to  justify  his  application. 

The  fee  f,  ,r  regisl  rat  i if  proprietors  shall  not  exceed  two  dollars,  and  for  those 

in  the  employ  of  others  shall  not  exceed  one  dollar.     The  Secretary  shall  give 
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receipts  for  all  moneys  received  by  him,  which  moneys  shall  be  used  for  the  pur- 
pose of  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  ;  and  any  surplus  shall 
be  for  the  benefit  of  said  Association.  The  salary  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  fixed 
by  this  Board,  and  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  fees  for  examination  and  registration. 
Each  member  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  receive  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for 
every  day  engaged  in  the  service  of  the  Board.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board 
to  investigate  all  complaints  of  disregard,  non-compliance,  or  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  bring  the  same  to  the  notice  of  the  proper  prosecut- 
ing officer,  whenever  there  appears  to  the  Board  reasonable  grounds  of  com- 
plaint. The  Board  is  hereby  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  it 
shall  find  necessary  for  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  law,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  purpose  and  spirit  of  the  same. 

Sec.  8.  Every  persoD,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  be  held 
responsible  for  the  quality  of  all  drugs,  chemicals  and  medicines  he  may  sell  or 
dispense,  with  the  exception  of  those  sold  in  the  original  packages  of  the  manu- 
facturers, aud  also  those  known  as  "patent  medicines";  and  should  he  inten- 
tionally adulterate,  or  cause  to  be  adulterated,  or  expose  to  sale,  knowing  the 
same  to  be  adulterated,  such  drugs,  chemicals  or  medical  preparations,  he  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  oue  hundred  dollars,  and  in  addition  thereto  his  name 
shall  be  stricken  from  the  register.  Every  registered  pharmacist  who  desires  to 
continue  the  practice  of  his  profession  ?hall  annually  thereafter,  within  thirty 
days  next  preceding  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  pay  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  said  Board  a  registration  fee  of  one  dollar,  for  which  he  shall 
receive  a  renewal  of  said  certificate  of  registration.  Any  registered  pharmacist 
failiug  to  renew  his  registration  as  required  by  this  section,  aud  continuing  iu  the 
exercise  of  his  profession,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  uulawful  for  any  person,  under  a  penalty  of  $35  for  each  and 
every  offence,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  except  as  provided  herein, 
to  retail  any  poison  enumerated  in  Schedules  A  and  B,  as  follows,  to-wit : 

Schedule  A. 

Arsenic  and  its  preparations,  corrosive  sublimate,  white  precipitate,  red  pre- 
cipitate, biu-iodide  of  mercury,  cyanide  of  potassium,  hydrocyanic  acid,  strych- 
nine, aud  esseutial  oil  of  bitter  almonds. 

Schedule  B. 

Aconite,  belladonna,  colchicum,  conium,  mix  vomica,  henbane,  savin,  ergot, 
cotton  root,  cantharides,  creasote,  digitalis  and  their  pharmaceutical  preparations, 
croton  oil,  chloroform,  chloral  hydrate,  sulphate  of  zinc,  carbolic  acid,  oxalic 
acid,  opium  and  its  preparations,  except  paragoric  and  other  preparations  of 
opium  containing  less  than  two  grains  to  the  ounce,  and  other  deadly  poisons, 
without  distinctly  labeling  the  bottle,  box,  vessel  or  paper  iu  which  said  poison 
is  contained,  with  the  name  of  the  article,  the  word  "Poison,"  and  a  vignette 
representing  a  skull  aud  cross-bones,  aud  the  name  and  place  of  business  of  the 
Beller ;  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  sell  or  deliver  any  poison  enumer- 
ated in  said  Schedules  A  and  B,  unless  upon  due  enquiry  it  is  found  that  the 
purchaser  is  aware  of  its  poisonous  nature,  and  represents  that  it  is  to  be  used 
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for  a  legitimate  purpose  ;  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  sell  any  poison 
included  in  Schedule  A  without,  before  delivering  the  same  to  the  purchaser, 
eau&ing  an  entry  to  be  made  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  stating  the  date  of 
the  sale,  the  name  and  address  of  the  purchaser,  the  name  and  quantity  of  the 
poison  sold,  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  represented  by  the  purchaser  to  be 
required,  and  the  name  of  the  dispenser— such  book  to  be  always  open  to  proper 
authorities  for  inspection.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the 
dispensing  of  poisons  in  usual  doses,  and  by  physicians'  prescriptions. 

Sec.  10.  Nothing  contained  in  the  foregoing  section  shall  apply  to  or  interfere 
with  the  business  of  any  practitioner  of  medicine  who  does  net  keep  open  shop 
for  retailing  of  medicines  and  poisons;  nor  with  the  business  of  wholesale  deal- 
ers, excepting  section  9,  and  the  penalties  of  its  violation. 

Sec.  11.  Any  person  who  shall  permit,  by  wilful  neglect,  the  compounding  and 
dispensing  of  prescriptions  in  his  store  or  place  of  business,  by  aDy  person  or 
persons  not  registered,  except  under  the  supervision  of  a  registered  pharmaceu- 
tist, or  any  person  not  registered  who  shall  keep  open  shop  for  the  retailing  or 
dispensing  of  medicines  or  poisons,  or  who  shall  fraudulently  represent  himself 
to  be  registered,  or  auy  registered  pharmacist,  or  any  dealer  in  medicines,  who 
shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  regulations  and  provisions  of  this  act,  in  relation  to 
retailing  and  dispensing  of  poisons,  shall,  for  every  such  offence,  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not 
exceeding  twenty  five  dollars. 

Sec.  12.  Immediately  on  passage  of  this  act  the  Governor  shall  appoint  live 
reputable  and  practicing  pharmacists  doing  business  within  the  State,  from  ten  of 
said  pharmacists  recommended  to  him  by  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association;  said  pharmacists  so  appointed  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Phar- 
macy of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  one, 
two,  three,  four  or  five  years  respectively,  as  herein  provided,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors  have  been  duly  appointed  and  qualified.  The  North  Carolina  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association  shall  annually  thereafter  recommend  five  pharmacists  from 
whom  the  Governor  shall  fill  the  vacancy  annually  occurring  in  said  Hoard.  In 
case  of  death,  resignation  or  removal  from  the  State  of  any  member  of  the 
said  Board,  the  Governor  shall  appoint  in  his  place  a  pharmacist  from  the  names 
last  submitted  to  him,  to  serve  as  a  member  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

Sec.  13.  The  penalties  prescribed  by  this  act  shall  be  recovered  by  suits  in  the 
Dame  of  the  people  of  this  State,  according  to  the  statutes  in  such  cases  provided, 
to  be  prosecuted  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  counties  respectively  where  the 
violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  may  be  committed. 

Sec.  14.  Any  pharmacist  failing  to  comply  with  the  requirements  ..f  sections 
.")  and  8,  within  ninety  days  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  shall  forfeit  his 
right  to  registration,  and  shall  appear  before  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  for  exami- 
nation, as  provided  in  section  5  of  this  act. 

Sec.  15.  All  acts  or  portions  of  acts  conflicting  with  the  provisions  of  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  lb.  It  shall  lie  the  duty  of  the  sheriffs  of  the  counties  to  see  that  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  are  enforced. 

Sec.  17.  This  act  may  tor  all  purposes  be  quoted  under  the  title  of  the  "  Phar- 
macy Act  of  1881." 

Sec.  18.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  Juue  next. 
Ratified  this  12th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  L881.
